In accord- 
ance with this idea, the book deals 
with such topicsv as poverty, sick- 
ness, divorce, birth control, insan- 
ity-evils in personal life: unem-' 
ployment. Industrial strife, group 
health, crime, capital punishment, 
and warfare between nations— evili
